LIKELY TO BE PRESSED TO A 
CONCLUSION. 


SENATOR ALDRICH CALLED UP. 


Granny Hoar Enters Upon a Long Speech— 
Hiscock Speaking to Empty Benches— 
Biaine Not a Candidate. 


WasHincton, December 29.—(Special.]— 
Contrary to expectations there was a quorum 
present today, and the senate resumed 
business. 

The session was highly interesting. 


In the first place a discussion erose over the | 


ywearing inof Mr, Shoup, one of the new 
[daho senators. 

Senator Vance raised the point that the 
legisiature of Idaho had elected three senators 
and had actually gone to the extent to say how 
long each should serve, That wasa question 
for the senate to decide. ‘‘And then,”’ he con- 
tinued, ‘suppose all three of the newly elected 
senators were to present their credentials now, 
which of them would we seat?” 

Mr. Shoup was, however, sworn in. Then 
there was a continued discussion on the action 
of the Idaho legislature in electing three sen- 
ators at one time. During this discussion, 
General Sherman appeared upon the floor of 
the senate, while Senator Cockrell was speak- 
ing. A crowd gathered around him, and the 
conversation was so loud that Mr. Caockrell’s 
words could not be heard.; Mr. Cockrell lost 
his temper at this, and loudiy announced to 
the group who had clustered around Sherman, 
that if they desired to oceupy the attention of 
the senate, he would discontinue. 

In an instant the conversation ceased, and 
Goneral Sherman retired to the cloakroom in 
haste. 

THE GAG RULE OFFERED. 

A few minutes later Senator Aldrich offered 
his gag rule resolution and asked that it be 
printed and laid over. Immediately:a half 
dozen demecrats were on their feet to move 
its reference to the committee on rules, where 
they knew it would be buried, but where it 
properly belongs. But Aldrich announced 
that he had not called tp the resolution for 
the senate to act upon in y way. He had 
simply asked that it be printed. Then he said 
he would give the democrats twenty-four 
hours’ notice before calling up the resolution, 
aud that ended it. 

THE FORCE BILL TAKEN UP. 

The force bill was next taken up, and Mr. 
Hoar announced that the debate would con- 
tinue, yielding the floor to Senater Hiscock, 
of New York. 

When Mr. Hoar yielded the floor there were 
fifty or more newspaper correspondents in the 
press gallery, but when Hiscock arose every- 
one of them retired from the gallery. Such 
an exodus of course attracted the at- 
tention of the senators on the _ floor, 
and there was a general laugh 
at the expose of the New York senator, who is 
probably the most unpopular man in public 
life with the newspaper fraternity. His 
speech was a weak series of denunciations of 
election methods in the south, and of the peo- 
pie of that great section. It was delivered to 
the smetiest audience of the season.» 

: GRANNY HOAR SPEAKS. 

Granny Hoar then occupiedahe time of the 
senate for the remainder of the evening, and 
announced that he would’ Gonsume about an 
hour tomorrow. Of cdlirse there was a full 
audience to hear Hoar.’ “His speech was deliv- 
ered in his usual. sneering style. It was in 
reply to the speeches that have been made on 
the democratic side, and especially in reply to 
those of-Pugh, Gray, Bate and Walthall. 
There Was, however, less bitterness in it than 
was expected, he having, perhaps, saved that 
part for tomorrow. 

Mr. Hoar likened the progress of liberty to 
the advance of the tide. After the tide re- 
ceded, it seemed as if its only office had been 
to leave upon the sand a little filth and a little 
scum, or to deposit its rank mud and the car- 
eases of drowned animals, or of decaying 
fishes, but the eternal, ever-changing, never- 
changing ocean kept what it gained. It re- 
newed its strength, it repeated its flow. So 
with the moments of liberty in English his- 
tory sinte the days of Charles IL, 
the dissolute pensioner of France. That was 
his answer to those senators who thought that 
the American people had at the last election 
settled the great question of righteousness by 
a single show of hands. If the pending bill 
should become a law, and prove effectual, it 
would be the Jast of the great measures that 
had anything of a Jegal restraint which the 
thanges in the constitution had made nec- 
essary. 

Another measure which he had fondly 
hoped would precede this one would have to 
follow it. That was the measure to secure for 
every child on American soil an education 
which would fit him to read and understand 
the constitution of his country. When these 
iwo things were Lrought to pass, the era of the 
tepublic would bea real struggle, for the 
pending bill was a struggle for the last 
step towards establishing a doctrine 
to which the American people 
were pledged by their history, their constitu- 
tion, their opinions, and their interests. It was 
idie to debate theories or philosophies in the 
presence of the express provisions of the con- 
stitution. Me rejected and repelled, with all 
the indignation which the calumny deserved, 
the aspersion that the bill was a partisan 
measure, orthat any man who supported it 
was actuated by partisan purposes. 

Its supporters undoubtedly believed it to be 
true that the men who were now deprived of 
their constitutional rights were deprived of 
them because of their political opinions. It 
was also, of course, true that those men 

were violently or fraudulently deprived 
of their votes because of their political opinions. 


~ But that operation of the bill would give one 


party an advantage over another—-that it 
would help one party rather than another (ex- 
cept so far as an honest election would help 
one party rather than another) he utterly de- 
nied. 

BKombshells in Reserve.

James G. Blaine will not be in the.race for 
the republican presidential nomination in 
1892. That is, he says he will not. Only a 
day ortwo ago, Mr. Blaine talked with a 
southerp democratic senator, with whom. he is 
on terms of comparative intimacy. He _ was 
Siving vent to his reciprocity ideas, and 
outling a plan of what he intended doing. in 
order to make a market for our goods in S@uth 
American countries. He spoke of the great 
importance of tho Nicarauga canal,and ex- 
pressed the belief that within his life time 
&canal across Florida would be commenced 


At this juncture the senator nrade a remark to, 


the effect Uae he would be nominated by the 
republicans. **For,’’ said the senator, “if we 
cannot elect a democrat, we would prefer you 
as president to any other manin the republican 
party.” 

To this Mr. Blaine replied, after a few 
words of appreciation of the kind remark of 
the senator: “I am no candidate, and shall 
not be.’””

SCULLY WRITES A LETTER. 


He Says the Clergy Defeated Him at 
Kilkenny. 

DUBLIN, December 29.—Vincent Scully, who was 
recently defeated by Sir John Pope Hennessy, 
has written a letter to The Freeman’s 
Journal in which he says that the attitude 
of the Irish bishops before and during 
the election referred to only shows that 
Parnell “committed a private vice,” and allowed 
judgment by default to be delivered against him, 
and, therefore, has been pronounced to be no 
longer eligible to a position of public trust. 

Mr. Scully says that the Irish struggle is essen- 
tially a political one and not a moral one, as the 
struggle 1s for leave for the Irish to manage Irish 
affairs after their own fashion. The struggle is 
one of pounds, shillings and. pence, and not of 
sacraments. « | i

WILL COME TO NAUGHT, 


The Farmers Will Drop the Third Party 
Scheme. 

TOPEKA, Kan., December 29.—The following in- 
terview with President McGrath, published today, 
would indicate that the alliance has, for the pres- 
ent, decided to drop the third party movement. 
He says: 

“The agitation in the south over the Lodge bill 
preciudes the possibility of any independent 
movement at this time. While in Ocala I investi- 
gated the conditions as thoroughly as my limited 
stay would permit, and I came tothe conclusion 
that more time was needed. It will come about in 
time, but the time is not this year.” 

A delegation of Kansas editors which has re- 
turned froma tour through the south, having 
made athorough investigation of the farmers’ 
move there, found that a large majority of south- 
ern farmers believe in working for their reforms 
within the democratic party. In Loujsiana, for 
example, the editors found few advocates of the 
third party move. 

The president of the alliance in that state, 
Thomas 8S. Adams, secretary of the state board of 
avriculture, in a conversation witha correspond- 
dent, who accompanied the Kansas delegation, 


said: 

«The political condition in this state precludes 
the possibility of an independent move at this 
time. With us it is a battle for white supremacy, 
and any movement which will divide the white 
people politically wili not find favor.” 

The editors found that Mr. Adams expressed 
the sentiment pretty generally held by southern- 
ers, and for this reason they also concluded that 
it would be impossible to do anything with the 


new movement at this time.

A Hungarian Enters a Barroom and Kills 
Three Persons. 

WHLKESRARRE, Pa., December 29.—At Broder- 
ick's Patch, alittle inining settiement, six miles 
from Wukesbarre, today, Jolin Tirello, a Hunga- 
rian, who had been in the hamlet for a few days, 
entered the saloon of Michael Curley, and in 
presence of the latter’s five-year-old daughter, 
Mamie, who was holding an infant, shot 
Mrs. Curley, who was working at 
a washtub in the front part of the 
barroom and then shot Curiey, who had just come 
down stairs. Tirello next turned and shot a man 
named Michael Hodok, a Hungarian, who died 
instantly, and then laying the revolver upon the 
prostrate form of Curley, decamped for parts nn- 
known. No reason is known for the tragedy. The 
shot entered Mrs. Curley’s bead from the back 
and she died instantly. Curley was shot through 
the forehead and lived two hours.

A FIGHT WITH BIG FOOT, 


CAPTAIN WALLACE OF THE SEVENTH 
CAVALRY KILLED, 


LIEUTENANT GARLINGTON WOUNDED. 

T . Surround ‘oot’s Men and Whil 

Seliomion been i selon elk 
Takes Place—Many Indians Hilled. 


OmAHA, Neb., December 29.—A special to 
The Bee from Pine Ridge Agency, says that 
couriers from Bad Lands, , who .arrived ‘there 
this morning auuounced that. a bloody and 
desperate conflict o¢gcurred this mornipg on 
Porcupine creek, between United States troops 
and hostiles. | 

Big Foot’s band had been surrounded by 
troops, When the former were being disarmed 
by Colonel Fotsyth, a bloody encounter toek 
place. 

Captain Wallace, commanding K troop 
the Seventh cavalry, was killed; and Lieut@ 
ant. Garlington, of the same regimens 
Was shot in the arm. Several 
soldiers were killed and a number of Indians 


bit the dast, The greatest excitement,prevans 


here among agency employes and also among 
the friendlies, many of whony are relatives Of 
the young bucks now on the warpath. ; 

Grave fears are entertained: here forthe 
safety of this post. Details ef the battle are 
expected hourly. The courier who brought 
the news of the cenflict could only give the 
facts relating to the onset. ' 

The above news was substantiated by au 
official dispatch rcceiyed at the headquarters 
of the department of Pratte. 

THE OFFICIAL REPORT. 

W-asuryaron,. December 29,—Official is- 
patches from General Miles, dated Rapid 
City, S. D., were received tonight by General 
Schotield, telling of the fight in the Bad 
Lands today between the Indian hostiles and 
the white troops. 

The dispatches were first sent by General 
Brooke to General Miles. The first was as 
follows: 

Whiteside had four troops of cayairy and held 
the Indians until Forsyth reached hiny with four 
more troops last night. At $ :30 o'clock this morning 
while disarming the Indians the tight com- 
menced, I think very tew Indians have escaped, 
ithink we will have this matter in hand as seon 
asallarein positton. There was no precaution 
omitted. The fight occurred near the head of 
Wounded Knee creek. Ihave just seen many of 
the Indians. who went out towards Forsythe this 
morning coming back. 

The next dispatch was: 

“General Brooke telegraphs Forsythe fre- 
ports that while disarming Big Foot’s band 
this morning a fight vccurred; Captain Wal- 
lace and five soldiers killed; Lieutenant Gat- 
lington and fifteen men wounded. The In- 
diaus are being hunted up in all directions. 
None are known to have gotten their ponies.”

A POSTMASTER KILLED. 


J. P. Matthews Shot Down in Carrollton, 
Miss. 

WASHINGTON, December 29.—The Star this 
evening prints the following: 

“The killing of John Prentiss Matthews, pogt- 

CAPPONI, Mies., by Young McBrid 
will probably turn out jo be a cause celebre. 
Matthews was shot down on the street by Mc- 
Bride. A Star reporter yesterday saw J. M. Mat- 
thews, of Mississippi, who was the republican 
candidate for congress against General Hooker at 
the last election, and whois alsoa brother of the 
dead man. Mr. Matthews had just received the 
following telegram from Carrollton: 

“John was murdered bya mob. He had been 

notified by adozen men that a mob was going to 
kill him that day. Hesawthe men with their 
guns, and he gotarifle. When he did this, the 
Sheriff arrested him and placed him under bond. 
John pointed three men out to the sheriff, and 
asked him to arrest them and protect his life. 
Tobe sheriff refused. It was a plot, and all were in 
it. John told Lloyd (a young man working for 
him) that he thought they would kill him before 
night. He stayed at the postoflice till his second 
dinner bell rang, when he said he would goto 
dinner. They begged him not to go, but he 
said he would. When he reached the hotel steps, 
Mr. McBride, who was still in his drug store, shot 
bim down with a shotgun, killing him instantly. 
Not satisfied with this, McBride tired five shots at 
him from a revolver after he was dead. 
@The mob then began dancing and shouting 
around the body with most vile abuses and curses. 
John had received several anonymous letters 
telling him he must leave town. The murderer 
goes free, and all because they must have a post- 
office at Carrollton.”’ 

“My brother,” said Mr. Matthews, ‘was only 
twenty-one years old. He wasa bright, intelli- 
gent boy. He was ree postmaster several 
inonths ago at Carrollton. While there have been a 
number of threats agianst his life, I did not think 
anything would come of it. He wasthe first re- 
tonya postmaster to take the Carrollton office 

or many years, and it was freely said that no re- 
publican should hold office. 

Mr. Matthews, the dead man, comes of an old 
family in Mississippi, and in 1883 his father was 
shot down by a mob at Hazelhurst, Miss.

A MOST REMARKABLE. SHOWING. 


An Increase in New Manufactories of All 
Kinds Over Previous Years—Our Ex- 
ports Larger Than All Others. 

BALTIMORE, December 23.—The Manufac- 
turers’ Record publishes in this week's issue 
its annual review of the industrial progress of 
the south for 1890, showing great activity and 
prosperity throughout that section. The total 
assessed value of property for 1890 is nearly 
$4,500,000,000, a gain of $270,000,000 over 1889 
and of $1,600,000,000 over 1880. The number 
6f national'banks in the south is 590, with an 


_Aegregate capital of $90,763,705, an increase 


during the year of 104 banks and $10,935,000 
capital. Ten years ago the south 
had 220) national banks, with 
@ total capital of $45,408,985. According to the 
report of the United States comptroller of cur- 
reucy the net earnings of all southern national 
banks for the twelve months ended November 
30, 1890, were $10,523,793, or an average of 
41} per centon the total capital. Only two 
southern national banks failed during the year, 
and both of these failures were due to dishon- 
esty in management, according to government 
reperts. 

Juring the year 2,499 miles of railroad were 
built in the south, against 2,296 miles in 1589. 
Gross earning of all southern railroads for the 
first eleven months of 1890 were $100,894,517, 
against $90,290,470 for the same time in 1889, 
an increase of $10,604,047. 

Tie total value of foreign exports from all 
southern ports for the first eleven months of 
1S890, was $268,293,000, an increase of $24.141,- 
010 over the corresponding months of 1889, 
while the increase’ in the balance of the 
country was only $4,834,477, the increase at 
southern ports being five times as great as the 
coimbined gain at all other United States 
ports. 

The production of pig iron for the year foots 
upto about 1,960,000 tons, a gain of 395,000 
tons over 1889, of 830.000 tons over 1588, and 
of.more than 1,000,000 tons over 1887, 

The total production of cotton for the last 
six years has been 42,000.000 bales, worth, in- 
clading the value of seed sold, about $2,300,- 
000,000, or an average of nearly $400,000,000 a 
year, 

The consumption of cotton by southern mills 
was 54,478 bales last year against 266,000 bales 
in 1835, a gain of over 100 percent. During 
the year 3,917 new manufacturing enterprises, 
covering every variety cf industry from tack 
works to steel works, were organized in the 
south, making a total during the last live years 
vf over 17,000 new enterprises. 

Conunenting upon the statistics of the 
south’s progress, The Manufacturers’ Kecord 
Bays: 

The past twelve months have been a period of 


unprecedented activity in every department of in- . 


dustrial and commercial enterprise in the south. 
Every factor in business reflects general activity.

Vhey believe they have already done this. 


Thev 
are now trying to impeach Bohanan,and claim 
that today’s testimony will do this beyond a 
s@adow of a doubt. 

THEY Do NOT NEED PROTECTION. 

The first witness called for this morning was 
Dr. Buchanan, who accompanied Thomas 
Hall to Normandale to see Hilton and Dodge about 
the release of their father. He stood in six feet 
of them when they had theconversation in its 
point, Hedid not hear anything that made it 
necessary for Lim to interpuse as a protector. He 
could not say ail that was said, but he «lid not 
feel called upon to protect them. He would have 
done 80, if the opportunity had presented itself, 
after Dr. Buchanan testified. 

HALL’S VALET. 

Sam Bond, a negro, was called to the stand. He 
isemployed by Colonel Hall, in Eastman. He 
works around the house. He also works on the 
farin and sometimes peddles vegetables and per- 
forms other duties. He knows where Colonel 
Hall’s bedroom is; itis onthe first floor in the 
rear. Colonel Hall has occupied that room for 
two years. He has never known him to occupy 
any other. The young ladies’ rooms were on the 
second floor. He waits on Colonel Hall and he 
could state honestly §that Colonel Hall had never 
slept anywhere else. 

in answer to questions from Mr. DuBignon he 
said he did not Know whether or not Colonel Hail 
had slept up stairs when the preacher was there 
or not. 

The witness was then calleddown,and Elisha 
Evans was then called to the stand. The marshal 
announced that Mr. Evans was not in the hearing 
of the court at the time. and Mr. Bacon an- 
nounced that rather than delay the court he would 
put Mr. Wright Lancaster on the stand. Lan- 
caster and the other four defendants represented 
by him, were then sworn. Mr. Washington, at- 
torney tor Clemens, announced that he could not 
then tell whether or not he wished his elent 
sworn. Lancaster, taking the stand, testified as 
follows: é 

WRIGHT LANCASTER TESTIFIES. 

He stated he was one of the defendants in this 
suit. He was thirty-three years of age; was born 
in Telfair county; had lived there all his life, with 
the exception of a few months, which he spent in 
Dodge. He is sherif{ of the county; has held the 
pena two years; his term expires in January; 
1is business occ Upation is proprietor of a Saw- 
mill. He knew Bohanan. Bohanan came to 
him to enterinto business with him. They formed 
acopartnership. It continued from Juiy until 
now. They had never dissolved copartnuership. 
He knows Lem Burch. He has known him eight 
or ten years. He made a contract with Burch 
for the timber on certain jots of land. He identified 
the contract. He did Bot enter into any arrange- 
ment with any one for the killing of Forsyth. He 
had never had a conversation with Burch about 
any such matter. He nad never sent Lowry to 
Burch. 

‘DID NOT KNOW LOWRY. 

HAd never secn him. Didn’t know there was 
such a man in the world. He did not know such 2 
man Was at burch’s. He had heard of such a 
man a8 Rich Henny. Ile had once had a Warrant 
for him; he looked for him, but could never find 
him; he had never seen Herring that he knew of . 
he had never made any arrangement with Lem 
Burch for the keeping of Clemens and Lowry; he 
had never let Burch have any mutton except 
one time; that was in une; Burch was 
He only paid him $1 and 
owed him 25 cents yet. He had no knowledge of 


| any design on the part of Burch or any one to kill 


Forsyth. ie had never had any connection with 


| any one relative to any injury or intimidation of 


Mr. Dodge. Heis not acquainted with Dodge. 
Never had any controversy with him. He had 
worked for Forsyth, hauling timber under a eun- 
tract. 

His relations with Forsyth were always pleasant: 
he had never had any il) will against Bats ie had 
never had any il) wili against any of Dodge's 
agents; he had never had any agreement with 
anyone to prevent the enforcement of any rule 
against Mr. Halil; had no knowledge of any such 
agreement or inclination on the part of anyone; 
he knew of the rute against him. 

He knew of no intention on the part of any one 
to interiove with the ruling of the court. H: 
not know of amy agreement on the part of any 
parties to kill Mr. Forsyth, He had waa totes 


He cid. 


thing like it, thatif Bill Clemens had lived the 
land troubles would have all been settled, and 
that he could have had him kil! Forsyth. Bohan- 
non first went to Burch about the leasing of the 
timber. He wanted $1,000. He thought that was 
too much. i went to see Burch then. He 
made me a proposition, but I told him 
I wouldn’t accept until 1 could see 
Bohanan. He here explained the character 
and location of the lots contracted for. Lancaster 
did come to him to get out of the contract. He 
said he could get more money for the timber. No 
payment was due at this time. Mr. Bacon then 
read to the jury the dates on which the notes 
became due, He had no altercation with 
jurch about it, but simply refused to 
give back the leases. He had only heard since his 
arrest of any agreement to pay fer the killing of 
any one. He had had no conversation with Burch 
about seeing Lewis Knight to get him to con- 
tribute to the killing. Burch never applied to 
him for any money for such a purpose. 
HE SLEPT WITH CLEMENS. 

He went to Burch’s house to meet a mian at 
Burch’s request in regard to some land. He stayed 
up awhile and played cards. Clemens was there 
that night. He slept with Clemens in a bedroom. 
There was no other room in which he could haye 
slept. There was nothing said about killing For- 
syth. He did say something about the peop:e up 
about where his father lived who intended to kill 
him. He was afraid to knock around there much. 

He kpew the fact that Clemens was a convicted 
criminal. He did not arrest him because he was 
not certain he hadany right to arrest him, and 
besides, Clemens said he was going to give him- 
self up. He had had no request from any 
official of Telfair county to make any At- 
rest. He was on his bond: He liad no con- 
versation with Burch or Clemens that would have 
put apy one on notice that he was there for any 
suspicious purchase. 

HE RODE WITH HALL. i 

He was at Milan when Hall spoke. He was 
there to hire hands. He had no arrangement 
with Hal} to be there. Ue could not hire hands. 
He took no part in the meeting at Milan. 

It was,a good place to see negroes, There were 
three or four blind tigers there, and negroes gel- 
eraily loafed about there. He went trom Mulan 
to Chauncey, where he was informed that he 
could get hands. He went by private conveyance 
with Colonel Hall. This was the .most prompt 
and convenient way he had to get there. 
He had no purpose in going two Milan 
for anything more than above stated. He did not 
go to see anybody. about any schemes to injure 
Norman W. Dodge or his agents. He had no con- 
versation with any one about sucha matter. He 
reinained.in Chauncey several hours. He made 
arrangements with several darkies. He did cheer 
Hail when he madeacertain remark about the 
women and children of the county. He reckoned 
he did it because every one else did. He was cut 
on the 20th day of September. .He went to Bureli’s 
house about ten days before this. He was on the 
train when he wascut. He did not cut any one. 
He was eontfined about ten days from 
the wound. He did not see or hear any- 
thing from Lem Burch during that time. Neither 
had he from Charles Clemens or Rich lerring. 
He was on a trade with Mr. Ballard for some land. 
His partner had instructed Moore to move on 
the land. As soon as he found out that he would 
not trade his brother wentand moved Moore of. 
Moore was his brother-in-law. 

lle never had any conversation with Bohanan in 
regard te the killing of Forsyth or the intimidation 
of the Dodves. Heand Moore, John Lancaster 
and Lem Bureh had never had any conversation 
together. He had no knowledgs of anything being 
known by Moore about the killing of Forsyth. 

HIS FIRST KNOWLEDGE OF THE MURDER. 

He first heard of the killing of Forsyth froma 
Mr. Yeowan, of Knoxville, Tenn. Bohanan was 
present at the time. This was the next morning 
after the killing. He did not see Burch there that 
dav. 

Mir. Bacon here asked the witness a question re- 
garding his intimacy witii Henry Lancaster. 

Mr. duBignon interposed an objection. 

Phe court said it thought counsel was going into 
much unnecessary and immaterial examination. 

PUTTING HIM IN A FALSE LIGHT. 

Mr. Bacon replied that he though it was most 
unjust for the court to put him in such a light 
before the jury, He had no inclination to pro- 
long the case, and he did not think there 
was any man connected with the case 
who had a grave personal reason for wishing to 
hurry the case through. 

lie was worn out physically and mentally and 
he had no desire whatever to keep the court and 
jury longer than was absolutely necessary to do 
justice to his clients. ; 

* The court allowed Mr. Bacon to ask the question, 
though in aslightly modified form. 

He never went to see Burch at.his request. He 
first went to Burch’s about three weeks after the 
killing. He did notsay to Bohanan that there 
was nothing the matter with Burch, only be was 
actingafool. He had never made any such re- 
mark atany time to any one. 

Bohanan sold three cars of lumber, for which 
he collected the money. He had never re- 
ceived any of that money. Bohanan put $160 in 
money in the business, three old mules and six 
yoke of oxen, two saws, two carts and a few other 
things. He gave an approximation of the value. 
He identified the contract with Bokanan. 

Mr. Bacon asked the witness if this property 
was not claimed by Hunter, B and & Co. 

Mr. duBignon interposed an objection. 

The court could not see how such evidence was 
material. 

Mr. Bacon suggested that it was decidedly 
material from the fact that he wanted to show 
thatin Bohanan’s negotiations with Mr. Overby 
and Mr. Hill he was trying to get the payment ofa 
sum of money, ostensibly for certain property 
when it was indeed simply in payment for evidence. 
He was.trying to get six or eight times the value 
of that property and the defense thought if they 
were not allowedtoshow the jury the value of 
that property then ap were denied a very im- 
portant part of their defense. 

The court refused to allow the question 
answered. 

Mr. duBignon said he was frank to say that he 
had no idea that counsel asked the question to 
prove the value of the property. It was altogether 
a new method and had never occurred to him, 

Arising at once to his feet, Mr. Bartlett said: 
‘May it please the court, I cannot believe Mr- 
duBignon is candid when he says he does not un- 
derstand the purpose of the question.” 

Mr. duBignon—I do not care, sir, what you may 
think of it. | repeat, sir. that I was candid. 

Mr. Bartlett was ready with a reply, but the 
gentlemen were called to order without further 
words. 

Mr. duBignon then arose to add to what he had 
said by assuring the counsel and the court that he 
was candid when he said what he did. 

DUBIGNON HANDLES HIM. 

Continuing, the witness said he did not know 
where Henry Lascaster lived. He did not know 
T. N. Hall. He had sent him noclothes since he 
has been in fail. He did not know a man named 
Jerre Mercer. He repeated he had never seen T. 
N. Halli that he knew of. 

He could tell who did send him clothes, 

Mr. duBigon didn’t care to know. 

Mr. Bacon said he hoped the court would let 
the witness be allowed to tell about this. 

Mr. duBigon had no objection and the witness 
stated that the clothes were sent him by Mr. Mc- 
Laughlin, where he boarded and where he kept his 
clothes. 

The witness was then called down and court ad- 
journed for one hour and a quarter, the judge 
announcing that he would.do this. on account of 
the prolonged session of the morning. 


NOTES, 


The defense, itis evindent, rely almost wholly 
on impeaching the testimony of Burch and Bo- 
hanan, ‘Their efforts in the examination of Lan- 
caster were directed entirely on this line, with the 
major part of it pointed at Bohanan. Mr. Bacon 
frankly announced during the examination that 
he proposed to show that it was testimony and 
not property that Bobanan was offering to sell 
to the Dedges. 

Lancaster was on the stand for over two hours 
and remained standing during the entire time. 
He spoke clearly and distinctly, and somewhat 
firmly. He did not get embarrassed, and it was 
the general opinion that he went through the ex- 
amination ina remarkably clever way. During 
the examination Halidid net let his eyes leave 
the iace of the witnees fora woment. He seemed 
to be greatly interested in this testimony 

The jury begins the second week of the trial 
looking decidediy worn. They seem to he enslieav- 
oring to grin and bear it, however, and are hold- 
ing up wit: wonderfnl determination. They sit 
through the trial without even smiling and sel- 
dom pay any attention to anything .except the 
witnesses, not even manifesting an interest in the

The Outlook as Viewed from Augusta, Rome, 
Griffin, Gainesville, Thomasville 
and Other Places. 


Avucusta, Ga., December 29.—[Special.]—A 
notable fact in the commercial history of Au- 
gusta is the absence of any failures this fall and 
winter, notwithstanding the financial strin- 
gency. In fact it isa matter of congratulation 
among the business men generally that Au- 
gusta cotton merchants have been 
able to hold 55,000 bales of cotton 
in stock, and make liberal advances to the 
farmers on this unprecedented amount of cot- 
ton on hand. The benefit to the city of 
Augusta is easily seen. It has made money 
easier here, whenit has been tight in the 
country, and has resulted in an increase of 
Augusta’s cotton receipts of over 35,000 over 
last year’s figures for the same period. Cotton 
men are beginning to count on total receipts 
for the year amounting to 275,000 or 300,000 
bales, receipts to date being 187,946 bales. 

NO EVIDENCE OF STRINGENCY. 

There is no evidence in Augusta of stringent 
money. No corporation has failed to pay its 
regular dividends, and the merchants have 
never had such a rush of business as is now 
upon them. The banks have been able to 
ainply accommodate their patrons, and the 
outlook for the coming year is specially bright. 

While all are at present absorbed in _ busi- 
ness, the people are anticipating with much 
pleasure the annual carnival, which takes 
place during the week commencing January 
19th, when larger crowds than ever attended 
the exposition are expected. The merchants 
profit by this gala week, for it brings them 
new customers and extends Augusta’s com- 
mercial intlnence over a much wider area. 

REAL ESTATE ACTIVE. 

Real estate has been active, and there are 
prospects of greater advances in prices. One 
of the most notable enterprises in this line has 
been the organization of the North Augusta 
Land Company, with Pat Calhoun as presi- 
dent, and several Richmond Terminal direc- 
tors as large stockholders. Their property is 
situated across the Savannah river in the 
Carolina hills, but an iron bridge is now being 
built across the river connecting it with 
Augusta. When completed, an electric road 
will be run between here and the newsuburbs. 

The Atlantic Coast Line has secured the 
necessary charters and rights of way to extend 
their line from Florence, S. C., to Augusta, 
thus giving the city two competing roads to 
the north. One result of this move on the 
part of the Coast Line is the new. schedule of 
the Charlotte, Columbia and Augusta branch 
of the Richmond Terminal’which will be in 
operation by January, shortening the time be- 
tween Augusta and New York about seven 

hours. 

The Bradiey Fertilizer Company has pur- 
chased twenty-three acres of land on the out- 
skirts of Augusta and will erect a factory that 
Will be in operation by the summer months. 

There are no large buiiding movements on 
foot outside of the Young Men’s Christian 
Association building and the new Commercial 
Club, but there is 2 great deal of home build- 
ing being done by the real estate and improve- 
monteogmpan ies that speaks of general pros- 
perisy im sAUugusta.

Captain Thompson Hiles, of the’firm of the 
Hiles-Carver Company, wholesale dry goods 
merchants, said: *‘Saies have been very large 
and collections good. Until the price of cotton 
became so very low our collections were unusu- 
ally good. The cotton is now being held for 
better prices, and, of course, thus delays col- 
lections to some extent. I think the year has 
been an exceedingly prosperous one. The out- 
look for next vear is very encouraging. 

Mr. John H. Keynolds, of the First National 
bank, in response to an inquiry, handed Tue 
Constitution the December report. ‘The 
figures you see,”’ he said, ‘‘were just the day 
after the McGhee failure, and you see our 
splendid condition.” , 

Mr. Reynolds said that Rome had not suf- 
fered from the stringency of the money 
market, but that there had been ample bank- 
ing capital to meet all the wants. 

Captain W. P. Simpson, of the firm of 
Simpson, Glover & Hight, wholesale grocers 
and cotton factors, expressed himseif thus: 
‘‘The greatest trade Rome has ever enjoyed 
has beenthisyear. She has largely increased 
her territory, and her merchants can compete 
with almost anybody or any place. Not only 
have sales been large, but collections have 
been very good. 

‘“‘At present the low prices of cotton make 
collections slow. I think the outlook for next 
year very good, indeed.”’ 

: MONEY IS EASY. 

Mr. J. King, of the Merchants’ National 
bank, said that the merchants of Rome, so far 
as he was able to judge, were in a good condi- 
tion. They met their obligations promptly. 
He had made a number of inquiries among the 
business men, and had ascertained that col- 
lections were good with them. 

He said the prospects for Rome for the com- 
ing year were very promising. He saw no rea- 
son why our prosperity would not continue. 
The city has prospered both in her foreign and 
ber domestic affairs.

‘The members of 
the Néy family have time and again re- 
pudiated the North Carolina Ney. 

And yet many of the best and most intel- 
ligent people in the Carolinas have believed 
for the past sixty years, and still believe, 
that Peter Stuart Ney, the schoolteacher, 
was the famous hero of the first empire. 
They believed it because he looked like N ey, 
lived a life of mystery, and now and then 
told a friend in confidence that he was 
Michael Ney. It is useless to argue with 
people when they take up a fad. Some peo- 
ple believe that Wilkes Booth is alive. Some 
believe that the Rev. Eleazer Williams was 
the son of Marie Antoinette, and some be- 
lieve that Brigham Young did not die, but 
went off to live somewhere under an as- 
sumed name. 

After all, it is well that the Ney myth has 
been made the theme of a book. It will 
now attract more attention, and the evi- 
dence against it will be presented in a shape 
that will dispose of the story forever.

The Ney Myth Revived, 

Some. five or six years ago we had occasion 
to discuss the old North Carolina story 
about the alleged escape of Marshal Ney, 
and the facts of the case were so plain that 
we did not expect to hear of the matter 
again. : 

It seems that we were mistaken. The Ney 
myth comes to the front once more, and this 


written by Rev. Jamcs A. Weston, of 
Hickory, N. C. Mr. Weston is an 
Episcopal clergyman, a scholarly gentle- 
man, and he is firmly convinced that 
the Peter Stuart Ney who taught school and 
died in Rowan county, North Carolina, in 
1846, was the veritable Michael Neéy, the 
ynarshal of France, who was called by 
Napoleon the bravest of the brave. 

In this strangely interesting book we are 
told the names and given the' testimony of 
many prominent citizens of the Carolinas 
who knew Peter Stuart Ney, and who were 
gatisfied that he was the great French 
soldier. From all accounts, the man was 
the very image of the marshal. He was very 
reticent, but occasionally took too much 
wine, and then made admissions tending to 
show that he was Michael Ney. He tried to 
commit suicide when he heard of Napoleon’s 
death. He told Colonel Houston, of Ire- 
dell county, North Carolina, that when he 
marched to the place of execution he found 
that the soldiers detailed to do the work be- 
longed to his old command. He whispered 
to them to aim high. They obeyed him, 
and when the volley was fired he fell, was 
pronounced dead, and his body was turned 
over to his friends. He went secretly to 
Bordeaux, where he took a _ vessel for 
Charleston, landing there in January, 1816. 

Now, what are the facts on the other side? 
The North Carolina Ney was a school- 
teacher. ‘The real Ney was a man of hardly 
any education. The North Carolina Nev 
sometimes go: drunk. The real Ney was 
noted for his abstemious habits, 

Why should any secrecy have been neces- 
Sary? If Ney had escaped he would have 
been free, and perfectly safe on these shores. 
He was not obliged to remain in exile. Am- 
nesty was granted by Louis XVIII, Charles 

_ X and Louis Philippe, and if Ney had been 
living he would have returned to France 
under. the reigns of either of these sov- 
ereigns. 

But this is not all. The story will not 
hold ‘water. Napoleon told his friends at 
St. Helenaall about Ney’s execution. He, 
at least, would have been informed of his

Our Indian Policy. 

General Tecumseh Sherman has a good 
many disagreeable angles to his mind, and 
it sometimes happens that his ideas run 
painfully close to crankism. On the other 
hand, this very tendency frequently leads 
in the direction of that grim common sense 
that catches the ear and pleases the under- 
standing. 

Atarecent dinner in Brooklyn General 
Sherman made a speech in whieh he touched 
on ‘the Indian question, and he gave utter- 
ance tosome very sensible views. He declared 
with emphasis that no Indian policy can be 
successful which does not tend to make the 
red men self-supporting. ‘The Indians,” 
he said, ‘‘must either work or disappear.” 
And thatis an elemental truth which the 
government ought to have discovered long 
ago. 

Nevertheless that is not the policy which 
the United States have pursued. The In- 
dian policy has been thoroughly mixed up 
with bad politics from beginning to end. 
The policy has been to purchase the Indian 
lands and then set them up in idleness un- 
der the charge of swindling agents. The 
Indian bureau ought to have been in the 
war department long ago, where the whole 
matter would have been systematized, and 
where the red men would have felt the in- 
fluence of the discipline and energy that 
belong to the military department.

for, The government is primarily responsi- 
ble for every Indian outbreak that has 
occurred since the west was conquered. It 
has placed the interests of the Indians in 
charge of irresponsible political bummers 
and swindlers, and, instead of instituting a 
policy which would lead the red men in the 
paths of industry and peace, making them 
self-supporting and thus teaching them 
self-respect, it has sought to maintain them 
in idleness, 

The result of this vicious policy has been a 
series of Indian outbreaks that have cost the 
taxpayers of thejcountry millions of dollars, to 
say nothing of the innocent lives that have 
been sacrificed. Instead of making the In- 
dians better, the government has made them 
worse. The majority of them are more 
vicious and abandoned now than when they 
were placed on the reservations and left to 
the tender mercies of the political hoodlums 
known as Indian agents. They have 
learned deceit, and they have been taught 
how to steal and how to get drunk. The 
only wonder is that the result has not been 
worse than it really is. 

Instead of compelling the Indians to at 
least partially earn a livelihood, and thus 
instil into their minds the necessity of self- 
supporting and self-respecting industry, the 
government has set them apart as paupers, 
and has consistently treated them as such. 
It has permitted them to remain in idleness 
and has graduated them in all degrees and 
grades of vagrancy. In the hands of these 
accomplished vagrants and state-made pau- 
pers it has placed Winchester rifles and 
plenty of ammunition, and yet there is a 
great outcry made when, in pursuance of the 
plan and policy of their education, the In- 
dians turn out for a drunken frolic and mur- 
der a hundred or so of white settlers.

THAT IS THE TOTAL REGISTRA- 
TION OF FULTON COUNTY. 


A Remarkably Small County Registration 
for the January Elections for 
County Officials. 


Only 4,347! 

That is the total registration of Fulton county 
voters— 

By active count by wards and districts. 

With a population of from 85,000 to 90,000 
people, this most popular county in the state 
of Georgia foots up a most insignificant list of 
qualified voters. 

The explanation of this state of affairs lies 
in the fact that under our registration laws 
each voter must register his name for the 
January county elections, at the time he pays 
his state and county taxes for the current year. 

For instance, a voter in Fulton county must 
have paid all his back taxes for 1890, and must 
have registered under oath with the tax col- 
lector prior to December 19th, or he is de- 
barred from voting in the elections for county 
officers that occurs on the first Wednesday, 
January 7, 1891. 

- Thatis the thingin anut shell. And that 
accounts for the present small registration 
list. 

A great many tax-payers have been under 
the impression that, having registered last De- 
cember, they would be entitled to vote in the 
January elections, as they have voted in all 
state and county elections during the present 
year. : 

Then, not half the people have paid their 
taxes yet, and that accounts, in a large meas- 
ure, for the meagerness of the registered list. 

How They Stand. 

A careful count of the city and county by 
wards and districts, at the tax collector’s 
office yesterday, developed these facts. 

The fourth ward has the largest number 
registered, and the third ward the smallest. 

Cook’s district leads in the county, while 
East Point brings up the rear. 

Over three-fourths of the registered voters 
live in the city, and the country districts make 
a very slim showing. 

The census gives the city about 66,000 popu- 
lation and the county outside the city, about 
20,000, in round numbers, or nearly one-fourth 
the total population.

Of course there will bea great many added 
to this list who will be qualified to vote in 
county elections that come after the January 
election. There area great many who have 
paid their taxes, but have neglected to regis- 
ter, who will come in later, and there are 
many more who have not paid their taxes who 
will register when they pay. 

Giving Them a Chance. 

Tax Collector Stewart has issued a mani- 

festo to the effect that all who will come for- 
ward and pay before the first dayof January 
will not be subject to any additional cost. 
@ No fi. fas. have been issued yet,and he hopes 
by this measure to save a great many people 
the additional expense of the fi. fa. in collec- 
tion. 

There are two days more of grace extended 
to these delinquents, and it is natural to sup- 
pose that they will avail themselves of this 


leniency. 


Against all who have not paid fi. fas. will be 


docketed, the work beginning January dst, and. 


thei the work of collecting will be pushed 
until every dollar that it is possible to collect 
by process of law. 

Last year the collections were very close and 
there was asmaller insolvent list than ever 
before in the history of the county, compara- 
tively speaking, with allowance for the increase 
of population from year to year. 

The same measures will be adopted this year, 
and Tax Collector Stewart will leave nothing 
undone to secure every dollar possible that is 
due the state and county. 

Something in the neighborhood of $80,000 
has been paid over to the state so far, and the 
balance will be paid as fast as collected.

The future of this. is involved in its 
manufacturing interests, and these must necessar- 
ily be limited in number and greatly curtailed in 
capacity without an abundant water supply. The 
Gate City is only in its infancy—a vigorous and 
healthy infancy—and with wisé management and 
judicious care it will one day attain to an as- 
tounding manhood and be crowned king among 
southern cities. 

I desire to ask “Atlanta” how are we to get a 
strong and “exhaustless current broad, deep and 
rushing.” We can’t pump it up the hills from the 
Chattahoochee. Every 1,000 gallons pumped 
from the river will cost nearly 15 cents per 1,000 


at that price. 

We could hardly bring in such an “irresistible 
current to sweepall filth and supply motive power 
for every enterprise.” This would be a big thing for 
our city, and if it could be done we all would 

row eloquent over it. But will “Atianta” tell us 

ow much money would be required? Andif a 
strong, flowing current, such as Atlanta so 
grapically pictures is to be brought to Atlanta, 
will we not be forced to go up the river until we 
can bring it in by gravity? I hope “Atlanta” will 
enlighten us on the subject.

Nashville and Jacksonville—Some 
Likely Changes. 


The newly appointed receivers of the old 
State Road Company, held their first meeting 
yesterday morning, and the following circular 
embodies the business transacted : 

ATLANTA, Ga., December 29, 1890.—Circular No. 
1.—The charter of the Western and Atlantic Rail- 
road Company expired on the 27th instant, and the 
United States circuit court appointed Joseph E. 
Brown and E, B. Stahlman receivers to wind up 
the affairs of the company, and the receivers have 
appointed Major C. T. Watson as their cashier and 
Major J. C. Courtney, auditor. 

As there are unadjusted balances, consisting of 
ticket accounts, freight accounts, mileage ac- 
counts, and especially claim accounts, existing 
between the Western and Atlantic Railroad Com- 
pany and other railroad companies, and as the 
receivers are anxious to have themall adjusted at 
the earliest possible date, you arejrespectfully re- 
quested,if there be any such claims or balances be- 
tween you and said company, to render your 
account at the earliest possible date. 

And all other persons having claims against the 
Western and Atlantic Railroad Company are re- 
quested to communicate with the receivers at the 
earliest date possible.

One of the latest changes is the consolida- 
tion of the local freight agencies at Chatta- 
nooga of the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis and the Western and Atlantic railroads. 

Mr. J. L. McCullom, formerlyin charge of 
the former road’s freight business at Chatta- 
nooga, will assume control of the consolidated 
oftices, and Mr. J. C. Anderson, who has 
hitherto taken care of the local freight busi- 
ness at the Chattanooga end of the Western 
and Atlantic, retires. Mr. Anderson is a 
brother of the superintendent of the Western 
and Atlantic. 

The first through freight train from Nash- 
ville to Atlanta arrived in the city early yes- 
terday morning. 7 

It is already accepted as a fact by the em 
ployes of the Western and Atlantic that 
changes will shortly be made among the engi- 
neers, brakemen and conductors. 

As near as can be learned, trains will, for 
the present, run through to Nashville, witha 
change of crews at Chattanooga. When the 
men who formerly traveled only between 
Atlanta and Chattanooga have become thor- 
oughly acquainted with the road beyond the 
latter point, they will be required to make the 
entire run from Atlanta to Nashville, a dis- 
tance of 289 miles. This means an increase 
in their hours of labor. 

It is now promised by the general officers of 
the Western and Atlantic that the through 
sleeper service between Nashville and Jack- 
sonville, Fla., will be inaugurated next Sun- 
day.

About a year ago Mr. Thornton moved into his 
peseens quarters and being so well and popularly 
own, he enjoyed a good patronage. 

But for some time his debts have been accumu- 
lating, gat yesterday it was deemed advisable to 
suspend. 

is liabilities are $6,038, secured by a mortgage 
to the Neal Loan and Banking Company, about 
$4,000 to E, H. Thornton, purchase money, also 
secured ; about $1,500 to local creditors, and $6,000 
or $7,000 to eastern firms. 

Not having taken stock in several years he 
is unable to estimate his assets in stock, but there 
are accounts on his books and stock and fixtures 
sufficient to run up to $12,000 or $15,000. 

Had he been able to have collected these out- 
standing accounts he might have tided over the 
present crisis and continued in business. 

As it is the business wili be wound up anda 
settlement reached as soon as possible.

A CHINESE FUNERAL. 


H. LEON, THE DEAD CHINAMAN, 
BURIED YESTERDAY.

Leon leaves a wife and five children, four of 
the children being in Atlanta and the other 
attending school in China. 

Leon married a French Canadian woman. 
Her mother was an Episcopalian and her 
father a Catholic. Mrs. Leon is herself a 
Catholic, and wanted her husband buried by 
the rite of herchurch, but the priest would 
not conduct the services because the deceased 
was not a communicant. 

Rev. Mr. Barrett, dean of St. Luke’s Episco- 
pal church, conducted the funeral service—the 
regular service of the Episcopal church. 

During the service at the residence police- 
men had to be stationed at the doors to keep 
the crowd back. 

Nearly every Chinaman in the city was 
there. The body was laid out ina neat little 
parlor adjoining the laundry, on Marietta 
street. Beyond the assemblage of Mongolians, 
there was nothing unusually striking about 
the ceremony. ‘ 

The pallbearers were Chinamen. There 
was a novelty in this. Probably not one of 
the six had ever before officiated in such a ca-

Mr. Frank Hilburn, who supervised the fu- 
neral, drilled each one of the pallbearers sep- 
arately in a sort of pantomine. 

At the cemetery, the ceremony was rather 
peculiar. 

After Dr. Barrett had concluded the Episco- 
pal service and the grave had been filled up, 
two Chinamen stepped forward and produced 
several little bundles of sticks, about the size 
of pipe stems. 

Then about a dozen small candles were 
brought outof the depths of their pockets. 
Each candle was mounted on the end of asmall

2k These little sticks and candles were stuck in 
the earth at the foot of the grave. After this 
was done, a match was applied and the sticks 
and candies were burned as an offering. Be- 
fore the flames died out, the paper in which 
the little sticks had been brought in, was 
thrown on and consumed. 
When the fire had completely died out the 
two Chinamen, one following the other, bowed 
over the grave six times in slow succession. 
During the entire ceremony at the grave, 
the Chinamen maintained the strictest silence.

In the executive department the entire 
clerica! force has been kept busy for several 
days reading bills ready for the governor’s 
signature. 

The governor himself was not feeling well 
enough to attend to business, and was not 
at the capitol, He was ill Saturday, 
in fact, and would have staid 
at home but for the important and urgent na- 
ture of the business, arranging for the Western 
and Atlantic transfer, which required his close 
persona! attention. 

The reading of bills was finished last even- 
ing, and the last batch of them, about thirty, 
was sent to the executive mansion for the 
governor’s signature last night. 


The comptrolier general still issues an ac- 
casional tax fi. fa. under the bill for the county 
taxation of railroads. Several of these were 
sent out yesterday. 


Several cases are pending before the rail- 
road commission, set for a hearing on the 6th. 
One of these is a particularly important one, 

It isa petition of the Georgia Sawmill As- 
sociation, asking for a reduction of the rate on 
lumber. 

That is a case of general reduction all over 
the state, and particularly to the southern por- 
tion. 

Frank H. Simmons, of Juniper, Ga., has a 
case against the Central road, to prevent the 
Central withdrawing its agency from that 
point. Mr. Simmons is agin manufacturer, 
and says the withdrawal of the agency at that 
station, where his plant is situated, would 
cripple his business. 

The citizens of Gabbettsville, Ga., want the 
Atlanta and West Point to provide them with 
depot facilities. 

Severa! other cases are set for a hearing on 
the same day. ' 

The supreme court meets on the 3ist to finish 
rendering decisions. 

Thev begin hearing argument again on the 
first Monday, January 5th.

THE SON OF A DI¥FORCED WIFE 
SUES TO RECOVER HIS FORTUNE. 


The Strange Story Contained in a Bill Filed 
in the Clerk’s Office of Fulton 
Superior Court. 


John J. Hamilton, Jr., wants to recover his 
legacy. 

And the story outlined in the bill, which is 
on file in Fulton superior court, is rather a 
romantic one. 

It sets forth that on April 19, 1855, John J. 
Hamilton was wedded to Mary Ann Powell, 
in Brooklyn, N. Y., both being natives of Ire- 
land. 

On September 24,. 1857, a son was born, and 
they, like the holy men of old, named him 
John. 

But the marital vows were broken, and John 
and Mary Ann decided that they were no 
longer one, but twain, and agreed to dissolve 
partnership. A divorce was obtained, and old 
John went his ways leaving Mary Ann and 
young John to do the best they could. 

The latter removed to Dauphin county, 
Pennsylvania, and there John junior grew to 
manhood, and heand his mother are both 
alive and doing pretty well. 

Another Wife. 

Meanwhilo, John J. Hamilton, the elder, 
married again, and a second son, Thomas C. 
Hamilton, was born. 

In 1879 Mrs. Bridget Doyle, an aunt of John 
J. Hamilton, Jr., died and left a legacy of 
$895.86 to her nephew, the existence of which 
legacy was not revealed until the estate 
was wound up, in 1852, when the 
father became informed of it, and claiming, 
among other things, that his eldest born was 
dead, took charge of it, one-half in his own 
right and the other as guardian of his minor 
son, Thomas C. Hamilton. 

He purchased with the money two acres of 
land on Missionary Ridge, and remained there 
until his death, after which his widow, Annie 
L.. Hamilton, as administratrix of the estate, 
assumed control. 

She sold out the property, and with the pro- 
ceeds purchased a lot in Fuiton 
county for $2,500. Then with part of 
her son’s interest, she purchased a lot on 
Plum street for $1,500. 

John J. Hamilton, Jr., was Kept in com- 
plete ignorance of the bequest until some time 
aso, when he proceeded at once to recover his 
claim. 

Appended to the bill area number of ques- 
tions to be put to Annie L. Hamilton, as to 
her disposition of the properiy, and when the 
case comes up for trial at the March term, it 
bids fair to prove of unusual interest.. 

The Last Suits. 

Possibly the last suits that will be brought 
against the old lessees of the Western and At- 
lantic railroad were filed yesterday. 

The first is by J. J. Howard, a cotton mer- 
chant of Cartersville, for the benefit of the 
Lancashire Insurance Company, for $155.29. 

The complaint is thata lot of cotton was 
placed on -the platform of the depot 
at Cartersville by plaintiff, for  ship- 
ment, and that, through the  care- 
lessness of the employes, sparks were 
thrown upon it by an engine on December 
20th, consuming it. The cotton was partly in- 
sured in the Lancashire. 

Another suit brought by the same party in 
behalf of the Central City Insurance Company 
for $165.87, grew out of the same fire. 

H. J. Vance lost two fingers while in the 
service of the company, and sues for $5,000 
damages.

Virgil Dennis has filed a suit against the 


Pacific for $5,000. 

Mr. Dennis bases his claim on the complaint 
that his wife was a passenger on a train going 
westward on that road. 

Her home was at a station in Haralson 
county. Thecars were so crowded that she, 
with a great many others, had tostand up. 
The conductor promised to hook on more 
coaches, but did not do it. 

At Salt Springs there was a halt, and when 
the train started it was with a jerk, no warn- 
ing having been given by whistle or bell, and 
Mrs. Dennis was thrown against a car seat, 
and as plaintiff alieges, seriously and perima- 
nently injured. 

Hence the suit for $5,000, all because there 
were not enough seats on the train.
